City To Place Lights 
‘At New Subdivisions 


A definite street lighting pol- 
icy of installing lights at street 
intersections of a subdivision as 
soon as they havexbecome inhab- 
ited was adopted by the Upland 
city council last night. 

The council authorized the city 
manager to take the necessary 
steps for carrying out the policy. 
The only catch to the policy, said 
R. G. Manley, city manager, is 
that at the present time street 
light materials are unavailable. 

The policy was adopted after a 
discussion in whith it was brought 
out that the city requires subdi- 
viders to install 
other improvements before’ sales 
can be made ard it is only fair 
that the city shdald provide light- 
ing as soon as families have built 
homes in the subdivision areas.

Predicts End

NEW YORK (#)—Former 
President Herbert Hoover, term- 
ing Communism “the great shad- 
ow which hangs over the world,” 
said last night that he believed 
the peoples of Russian-dominated 
countries‘ “will sooner or later 
throw off their chains.” 

Asserting that “repeated pur- 
ges’ in those countries demon- 
strated the discontent of ‘com 
munist-ridden” populations, Hoo- 
ver added: 

“A year ago there were Com- 
munist ministers in the cabinets of 
seven or eight governments out- 
side the iron curtain; now they re- 
main in only one or two such 
countries.” 

Speaking before "“e Holland so- 
ciety of New York, which award- 
ed him its 1947 gold medal for 
distinguished achievement, Mr. 
Hoover said there are “brighter 
hopes for the future” despite pres- 
ent tension between the United 
States and Russia. 

“Our task,” he said, “is to avoid 
war between these two worlds. 
Every year we gain brings us 
nearer to the day when these. mon- 
strous regimes, like all their pre- 
decessors in history, will fall.
